io The airfield was 6 to 7 km southwest of Lezeyea (2 53/0 77), south of a narrowe 
25X14 gauge railroad line, and west of a read leading from Lezeyca toward the south- 
southwest. A large estate and a church were south of the field, # 


2. The field had a runwey sbout 1,000 meters long, and a taxiway, both of black 
asphalt. No buildings or debris which might indicate that destroyed buildings 
were formerly there could be seen. Destroyed bunkers were north of the narrow 
faugre railroad line. i+ 


3. Seven Soviet biplanes with radial envines were parked at the field, Soviet bie 
phanes made intermediate landings at the field only occasionalay between January 
19h7 and July 1950, The last plane was seen on 1 May 1950, 


ho <A Soviet Air Force wit was stetioned at the field prior to December 1946, Accord— 
ing to relatives who worked at the field or at the estate > the unit was transferred 
to Posnan (P 53/K 26) in Decenber 1946, together with s Polish training unit, The 
personnel were quartered at the estate prior to their transfer. A Sovict rear 
cetail was at the estate up to February 1917, when it was also transferred to Pote~ 
nang The field was not occupied between February 1947 and 12 July 1950, when
